BIG BLAZE AT REGINA. 


Eleven Buildings Gutted—Inefii- 
cient Fire Appliances— 
Estimated Loss 
$50.000. 


Reotsa, Nov. 14-—The fire fiend 
again visited Regina this morning. The 
tire started in Curtis photograph gal- 
lery over Mowat Bros. store. Curtis 
went to breakfast leaving a lamp burn- 
ing in the dark room and it is supposed 
that the lamp exploded, setting fire to 
the partition. The fire spread rapidly 
to Dawson's drug store and Mr. 
Dawson’s family barely escaped with 
their lives. 

By this time the fire had gained 
such headway that the fire brigade 
could do nothing. The chemical en- 
gine was useless with such a large fire. 
The horse power engine was tried but 
it would only suck wind. A bucket 
brigade was organized and foug!:t her- 
cically to keep the flames from spread- 
ing. : 

Smith and Ferguson’s oil warehouse; 
Mowat Bros., butcher shop and a num- 
her of stables in the rear of the block 
were saved by almost superhuman 
efforts. Armour’s building ‘on the cor- 
ner and a part of McCarthy’s store 
were torn down to save Howson’s new 
hotel. Atonetime the roof of the 
Windsor caught fire but the bucket 
brigade on the roof kept it safe.

give a man at hisage anything but a 
20 Payment Life at such a rate. When 
I get the estimates given to party re- 
ferred toT will lay the facts before the 
Canada Life Company who would not 
approve of such conduct on the part of 
their agents.

Under the present Jaw homestead dutles | 
may be performed jn three ways, and on |

1. Three years’ cultirstion and residence 
during which period the settler may not be | 
absent for more than six months in any one 
year without forfeiting the entry. 


2. Residence for two years and nine months | 
anywhere within two miles of the homestead | 
quarter section, and afterwards actual resid- | 
ence ina habitable house upon the homestead | 
fo: three months next prioe to appheation | 
for patent. Under this system 10 acres niust 
be broken the first year after entry, 15 ad- 
ditional in the secoud, and 15 in the third 
year; JO acresto be in crop the second year 
and 25 acres the thied year. 


3. The five years’ aystem under which a 
settler may reside anywhere for tlie first two | 
years (ut must perfect his entry by com 
meneing cultivation within six months after 
the date thereof,) breaking five acres the 
tirst year, cropping those 5 acres ‘and break- 
ing 10 a res additional the second year, and 
also building a habitable house before the 
end of the second year. The settler must 
commerce actual residence ou the homestead 
at theexpirationof two yeors trom the date 
of entry, and thereafter reaide apon and eul- 
tivate his homestead for at. least six months 
in each of the three next succeeding years.
